PITTSBURG CLUB MAKES A MISTAKE. 


D-‘ays New York Game Too Long and 
It Is Decided in Favor of 
the Giants. 


New York, June 1.—-Umpire McDermott 

gave this afternoon's game to the New 
Yorks in the latter part of the sixth inning 
because the Pirates refused to. play ball. 
The game had been characterized by much 
kicking on the part of Killen and Donovan. 
. With the score 7 to 0 in the' sixth the 
Giants got on to Killen and hammered out 
three good singles and a double, which net- 
“ted them four runs. Holmes was on first 
when Wilson hit to Padden. Padden 
fumbled the ball, and when he regained it 
he tried to touch Holmes. He then threw 
the ball té first too late to catch Wilson. 
McDermott declared both men safe and 
the entire club left the field and surrounded 
the umpire. Both teams played poor ball. 
Donnelly was hit on the arm in the third and 
was replaced by Gardner. 
_ The scene that followed was the most 
disgraceful of all exciting encounters wit- 
. messed on the polo groynds. Every player 
on the visiting team seemed to lose his head 
as defeat stared them in the face and the 
most rowdyish methods were employed to 
induce:the official to change his decision. 
He was firm, however, and the language 
used by the Pirates was so vile that he was 
forced to order Captain Donovan, Pitcher 
Killen, and Second Baseman Padden from 
the game, adding $25 fines.. This punish- 
ment further maddened the Pittsburgs, and 
the wild attack continued. 

“Don’t play ‘the game! don’t play the 
game!” shrieked’ Walter Brodie, dancing 
around like a frenzied Indian, and he was 
with difficulty restrained from striking the 
umpire. From Captain Donovan's actions it 

was plain he did not intend to continue the 
game with the three players removed, and 
after warning him a numberof times McDer-

Padden hadn’t touched 
Holmes, and none of the Pittsburgs would 
say he had after the game. They claimed, 
however, that McDermott first called 
Holmes out and then reversed his decision, 
when Captain Joyce yelled to the runner to 
hold the base.

ROAD RACE CONTESTANTS TELL. 


THEIR TROUBLES TO REFEREE. 


Independent ‘Cycling Club Will Not 
Protest O’Brien as Reported—Kruae- 
ger of the Lake View-Clarendons Is 
Seventeenth Instead of Norman 
Hepper, Who Faltled to Start—K lue- 
fer of the Woodlawns Files a Plea 
for Seventh Time Prize, 


Referee H. M. Gardiner of the Chicago 
road race recelvyed a number of protests yes- 
terday, nearly all of the stock yariety, rid- 
ers claiming places better than given them 
by the officials of the race. 

First of all the Independent Cycling club 
denied it had any intention of protesting 
Henry O’Brien for time prize on Fred Nel- 
son’s account. The club repudiated the 
Statements of several of its members regard- 
ing the race. Nelson received no falls during 
the ride and the club is anxious to go on 
record as not desiring to belittle the per- 
formance of O’Brien or any other rider who 
made a creditable contest for honors. 

The only objection made to O’Brien by the 
club is that he did not set pace for a single 
mile of the twenty-five, while Nelson and 
Peabody did all that work. Nelson says he 
has an abundance of proof to show that he 
was ahead until near the tape, when O’ Brien 
sprinted tothe front. O’Brien said he had no 
pace, and the hope is expressed that a match 
may be arranged between the men. 

Na. 444, W. J. Cole, Englewood Wheelmen, 
files a claim for a position in the first ten 
finishes. He was unplaced by the officials. 

No. 144, A. Hempfiling of the Garden Citys, 
claims a place in the first twenty-five fin- 
ishes. He, too, was unplaced. 

H. Gathemann, No. 243, also claims a place 
between thirty and fifty. 


Krueger Is Seventeenth. 


A. Krueger, No. 458, Lake View-Claren- 
don Wheelmen, files a claim, saying in 
awarding the prizes No. 258 was given his 
place, seventeenth. .He finished ahead of 
E. O. Rice of Englewood. According to the 
finishes given out by the officials this was 
Norman Hopper of the Clovers. Mr. Hop- 
per appeared before the referee yesterday 
afternoon and said he did not start, and an 
investigation of the coupons and checkers’ 
lists showed he was right and an error had 


been made in giving out the number, as it’ 


belonged to Krueger. 

Thomas Hoyleé, No. , came up with the 
assertion his place should be.twenty-seventh 
or twenty-eighth. He is an Austin rider. 

M. P. Rieger of the Bankers, No. 401, in- 
sists he finished ahead of No. 410, M. J. 
Bolstad of the Vikings. Three men caught 
the finish in this order in the grand stand. 
Mr. Rieger wants to be awarded fifth place, 
as Bolstad was given sixth. He was un- 
placed in the official lists. T: B. Biebe of 
the Irving Parks, who rode under No. 459, 
wants the place given No. 351, F. Riha, also 
of the Irving Parks, the latter, he says, ac- 
knowledging the justice of the claim. Riha 
got fifty-first place. 

Kiuefer Wants a Time Prize. 

A. G. Kluefer_of the Woodlawns is given 
eighty-seventh place in the tables pub- 
lished yesterday, which were given out by 
the officials, and his time is given as 1:04:35. 
If the time is correct and an investigation 
of the records shows it to be as printed, 
Kluefer is entitled to seventh time prize 
in place of H. K. Rose of the Lincolns and 
will be awarded it. 

R. S&S. Burkhart,No. 153, Englewood Wheel- 
men, and C. 8, Gross, No. 234, are both 
positive they are the missing fiftieth man. 

Referee .Gardiner has done nothing with 
the Zahn matter, but has ¢alled a meeting 
of the road race officials, to be held this 
noon, when the questions up for discussion 
will be adjudicated and a revised list of 
finishes and times made out. 


No Pvidence Against Hudson. 

All the evidence so far submitted in the 
Cook County Cyclists’ association protest 
of John Hudson tends to show that he won 
the rece. J. W. Hudson and John Hudson, 
whose names appear in the one-minute 
class in the A. C. C. entry list and in the 
6:30 class in the Cook County entries, are 
one and the same person, and the man fs 
known either as J. William or John, and is 
a member of the ke View-Clarendon 
Wheelmen. 

A brother, James N. Hudson; was also 
entered in the A. C. C. race in the four- 
minute class, and he is a much slower rider 
than James. Referee Bean endeavored 
yesterday to find out if he started in the big 
race, but was urable to locate the proper 
officials to obtain the information desired.

He went to Handicapper 
Guinea before the A. C. C. race and said he 
wanted a good handicap or else to be placed 
on scratch, but he was placed on the one- 
minute mark and so entered the Cook 
County race unattached to secure a better 
handicap if possible and got it.

‘Oxley came on from Iowa for the race, 
and when asked if he had been training 
said he had been doing hard work plowing 
and around the farm, and took his wheel and 
rode in in ninth place. 

The race was unusually free from acci- 
dents, and cyclists unite in saying it was one 
of the most successful ever held.

New Haven, Conn., June 5 Baws 
Princeton defeated Harvard in the baseball 
game at the Yale Field this afternoon that 
decided the series, but it was such a victory 
that the defeated also won honors. 

Athough Princeton won it by the score 
2 to 0, the game was exciting from start 
te finish. The crowd, which filled every 
seat and crowded around the ropes was en- 
tirely non-partisan. Princeton ‘was repre- 
sented by a large delegation, which occupied 
the leit section in the grand stand, while 
Harvard's rooters were in the opposite end. 
These cheered their respective teams lustily 
throughout the game, while the Yale crowd 
played the host gracefully and repeatedly 
gave the hoarse tongue cheer for both nines.

“‘ Out of that!” he yelled. ‘‘Out of that; 
get to your stations!” 
At first the stokers demurred, but when 
the order was repeated imperatively they 


sullenly obeyed. 

In the midst of this confusion little heed 
had been given to the Hekla. The officers 
ordered out the boats, and four minutes aftcr 
it had been stricken the lifeboats of the 
. Mississippi had been swung out board. Scal- 
ing into boat No. 2, the chief officer gave the 
word and the boat. dropped § along- 
side and flew astern. Half a min- 
ute later the Mississippi's company 
knew tne steamer was safe by. 
a rare piece of fortune. Ten feet further 
forward the biow perhaps would have been 
mortal. 

Frovidence. however, had been good. In- 
stead of striking where the sides arose as 
abruptly as a wail, the Hekla’s prow had 
‘sought out that section of the quarter where 
the plates roll in towards the rudder frame. 
This rounded quarter had been stout enough 
to break the full impact 6f the Hekla, and 
fended off the burrowing prow, so it had not 
cut down as far as the water’s edge. There 
was a gap twelve feet across, level with‘the 
scuppers, extending from the deck nine feet 
down. 

“All safe! All safe!’’ the officer yelled, 
and aboard the ship was not a soul that did 
not feel something of surprise to hear the 
Mississippi was able to survive the blow. 


Hekla Appears Again. 

Just then the Hekla’s shadow loomed up 
out of the mist. Shrill cries were still com- 
ing occasionally from her decks, but a mo- 
ment later they were still and a loud voice 
bawled across the distance. 

** Abcard the Mississippi, aboard the Mis- 
sissippi.’’ 

** Aye, there, what d’ye want?” 

** D’ye need any assistance?’ 

** No; do you?” 

Immediately the reply came back that the 
Hekla was in no immediate danger. : 

** Please report us,’’ came the hail again. 
** We will make port.”’ 

The first officer visited the Hekla in his 
small boat and found the Hekla’s prow a bat- 
tered stub of torn plating, surrounding a 
hole through which a man might have 
walked. But the same causes that had pre- 

' vented a vital blow upon the Mississippi had 
served also to save-the Hekla. Striking 
upon the Atlantic transport linefk abaft of 
the -point where the frames curved inward 
and under toward the rudder frame, the 
8 aad part of its prow had not felt the other’s 
side. 

It was an amazing wreck, however. At the 
height of.its main deck its shell had gaped 
so wide that it had discharged both its kedge 
anchor and some 200 feet of steel: hawser 
into the Mississippi's hold. 

Confusion ‘still reigned upon the Hekla. 
But the officers were cool and collected, 
and the Mississippi people felt certain that 
if discipline was to tell the Hekla’s pas- 
sengers had little to fear as it swung aft 
rer: disappeared -for the last time in the 

og. 

Whether it intended keeping on its 
course or putting into some Canadian port 
for repairs, the officers of the Mississippi 
were at-a loss to know at the moment. Had 
it adopted the course of putting into the 
coast it should have reached there by this 
time. But as it had not been reported when 
the Mississippi got into quarantine yester- 
day afternoon they are of the belief that 
it was-not so seriously injured that it 
could not’ keep on its way to Christiansand.

This morning at 10 o'clock the court again 
convened, but again there was no complain- 

ing witness to prosecute the charges. The 
court waited, and, as it was about to adjourn, 
the following telegram was handed to the 
President: : 

“It will be inconvenient for me to attend 
your court of inquiry until June 7. 

. ’ ** Switz CONDE.”’ 

Thére was a look of amusement on the 
faces of the assembled officers as this com- 

_gmunication was read. Courts of inquiry are 
not in the habit of waiting the convenience 
of complaining witnesses. After a moment 
the presiding officer wrote the following to. 
Mr. Conde: 7 

“The court of inquiry has conveneddewice 
and has accomplished nothing whatever be- 
cause of your failure to appear. The court 
‘will convene on Wednesday morning and 
will await your presence.”’ 

There the matter rests so fan as the court 
of inquiry is concerned. It is broadly hinted 
he has greatly prejudiced his case by his 
failure to appear and that the two accused 
ensigns will shortly find the decree of sus- 
pension revoked.

HIS WOUND BETRAYS HIM 


SUPPOSED ASSAILANT OF MARIANO 
AT ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL, 


James Henneberry Is Identified by the 
Ruble Street Italian Fruit Vender's 
Son as the Man Who Shot the Lad’s 
Father in Front of the Latter's 
Iilome During the Holdup Attempted 
by a Trio on Monday Night—Sus- 
pect’s Lower Jaw Shattered. 


‘While John Martano, the fruit peddler 


‘who was held up on Monday night in front 


of his home, 7 Ruble street, is having his 


‘Injuries cared for at the County Hospital, 


James Henneberry, said to be one of his 
three assailants, lies nigh’ to death froma 
bullet wound at St. Luke’s Hospital. 

Henneberry,* who has one arm and is 19 
years of age, is the twin brother of Philip 
Henneberry, now lying at.the County ‘Jail 
Both the 
brothers are known to the police of the 
Maxwell Street Station. The two have 
attempted from time to time to enlist the 
sympathies of Judge Goggin, and have told 
him they were being persecuted by the po- 
lice. Philip Henneberry recently sent a 
letter to Judge Goggin from the jail, urgin 
the Judge to get him a new trial. “ 

John Mariano is a prosperous Italian 
fruit peddler. His Ruble street home is just 
south of Sixteenth street. Whilé standing 
in front of his house at 9:30 o'clock Monday 
night, as told in THE TRIBUNE yesterday, 
he was accosted by three men who drove up 
in a buggy. As he went forward to see 
what they wanted they alighted from the 
buggy and came towards him. One of them, 
whom he describes as a one-armed man, 
etruck him to the sidewalk with a piece of 
iron, snatched his watch, and when he made 
show of resistance shot him. Then the 
three ran to their buggy and drove rapidly 
Gown Ruble street. 

Shots of Pursuing Police. 

The noise of the shot had attracted two 
policemen, and they ran after the vehicle, 
firing several shots at the men, who finally 
drove out, of sight. The policemen, -Hage- 
man and Schroeder, of the Maxwell Street 
Station, did not know any of their shots 
had taken effect, but when they learned at 
4:30 o’clock yesterday morning a-one-armed 
man had just been taken to St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital with half his lower jaw shot away, they 
knew their bullets had not all gone astray. 

The man at the hospital a short time later 
was identfied as James Henneberry, known 
to the police as ‘‘ Army,” a corruption of 
** One-armed,’’ as a Maxwell street police- 
man explained yesterday. 

The physicians are unable t@state whether 
or not the man will recover. His condi- 
tion has changed but little since he was 
admitted to the hospital, greatly weakened 
by loss of blood and half unconscious. 

Judge Goggin lust evening would say noth- 
ing definite about the Henneberry boys. 
** Look at the records,”’ saidhe. ‘** That will 
show all there is to be shown.”’ 

R. J. Hillock, President of the Hillock 
Commission company, 180 West Randolph 
street, believes the men who made the as- 
sault upon Mariano are the same who at- 
tempted to rob him and one of his neigh- 
bors last Friday night. On that occasion 
two fleeing bandits jumped into a buggy, in 
which a third was waiting for them, and 
all eluded the police by driving rapidly 
away. 

Mr. Hillock states a similar attempt at a 
holdup was made the following night at 
Winchester and Van Buren streets, and the 
Lake street police have reports of both 
cases. 

Landed at St. Luke’s. 

When Henneberry was received at St. 
Luke’s Hospital he was accompanied by two 
companions, who brought him to the hos- 
pitalin a buggy. Soon afterward the police 
were notified and officers from the Maxwell 
Street Station went to the hospital, taking 
with them Mariano’'s 12-year-old son, who 
had seen the scrimmage in which his father 
was injured. The boy at once identified Hen- 
neberry as the one-armed man of the party 
that assaulted his father. 

A case is pending in the police court of 
Justice Eberhart against L. James Henne- 
berry, in which the latter is charged with 
the burglary of John C. Lovett’s house, 1221 
West Eighteenth street. The case is set for 
hearing today. 

The police at the Maxwell Street Station 
last night were confident the two men asso- 
ciated with Henneberry in the robbery would 
be apprehended in a short time.

BIG SUGAR BEET SYNDICATE FORMED, 


Proposes to Carry On the Industry in 
Colorado on the Largest Scale 
“Kunown, 


Denver, Colo., June 1.—[Special.J]—K. A. 
Davis, commercial agent for the Santa Fé 
railway, announces that a syndicate has 
been formed for the purpose of investing 
extensively in lands in the Arkafsas Valley 
in Colorado for producing beet sugar on a 
scale never before attempted in the world. 
The investors, whose names are withhel:, 
are to buy 100,000 acres of land from the 
State in a district where now there is little 
grown owing to the difficulty of procuring 
capital for the development of irrigation, 
which must first be completed before the 
land is seeded. 

An expert has reported on the character 
of the soil to the effect that there is no 
other section of the United States which 
gives such promise of rich returns from 
sugar beets. The company has already ar- 
ranged for water rights and will spend some- 
thing like $1,500,000 in getting the land into 
shape for cultivation. For the first year 
35,000 acres will be sown, and, owing to the 
necessity for alternating the crop, the same 
amount of lend will be used each year, ro- 
tating in foruge crops, so as to preserve the 
richness of the soil. It is estimated that 
this will®yield 35,000 tons of sugar, or 350,000 
tons of beets, for which the company will 
pay $4 a ton after the project is fairly under 
way and tenants are found for the land. 
Until tenants learn to raise the beets the 
company will look after the production. 
Adjoining the lands that the company has 
in view John A. Searles has taken up 50,000 
acres for the same purpose. 


GROSSCUP DECIDES AGAINST CHICAGO 


Holds Valid the Statate Making Cities 
Liable for Damages Inflicted 
During a Nrike.

Judge Grosscup, in an opinion in the Fed- 
eral Court yesterday, held valid the Illinois 
statute making cities and counties Hable for 
damage to property during a strike. The 
opinion was rendered in dismissing the de- 
murrer of the City of Chicago to the suits 
of the Pennsylvania and the Yazoo and 
Mississippi Valley roads for damages. 

The Pennsylvania sues for $50,000 for 
damages to property at Brighton’ Park in- 
flicted on the night of July 6, 1894, by a mob 
of strikers. The Yazoo roads asks $20,000 
for damage to property at One Hundred and 
Fourth street by strikers on the afternoon 
of the same day. 

“The statute upon which the case pro- 
ceeds is one of indemnity purely and sim- 
ply,’’ said the court, *‘ and burdens the tax- 
payers of the city to reimburse losses suf- 
fered within its limits by means of a mob 
of twelve or more persons independent 
entirely of any connection other than terri- 
torially between the city and such losers.’”’ 


FAMILY KILLED BY A PAST TRAIN 


Father, Mother, and Three Children 
Lose Their Lives, Being Struck 
by Illinois Central Limited. 


Kinmundy, IIL, June 1.—[Special.]—At 6 
o’clock this morning as James Roberts and 
family were driving across the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad track in a wagon about 200 
yards east of the depot at Alma, IIl., the 
limited train No. 4 struck the wagon, break- 
ing it to pieces, instantly killing Mr. Rob- 
erts, his wife, and three daughters, aged

RAIDS ON THIEVES’ BOOTY 


POLICE UNEARTH ALLEGED FENCES 
AND MAKE MANY ARRESTS. 


By the Confession of John Keller They 
Say They Have Discovered That 
William Keeting, in Jail on Charges 
of Larceny, Is Innocent—Think 
They Now Have the Chief Criminal 
and Some Acomplices in Plumbing 
Shop Buarglaries. 


As a result of several weeks of detective 
work the Cottage Grove avenue police have 
broken up a number of alleged ‘ fences” 
for thieves, made several important arrests, 
recovered some thousands of dollars’ worth 
of stolen property, and discovered that 
William Keeting, an innocent man, lies in 
a cell at the County Jail for crimes which 
the police say John Keller has confessed 
were committed by himself ahd his accom- 
plices. 

The men under arrest are: 

John Keller, not yet booked, but will be charged, 
the police say, with many burglaries of which, they 
allege, he has made confession.

Young Farmer Is Killed and Piaced 
on a Straw Stack, Which Is Then 
Set on Fire.

In those days letters had nots yet been in- 
vented, and all records were kept by pictorial 
representation, and if you- will look ona 
willow pattern plate you will see most of 
the incidents I have described, and, in addi- 
tion, the orange tree, which signifies the 
wealth of the Mandarin; the willow tree, 
which is symbolical of the graceful figure 
of the girl; the zig-zag fence, which repre- 
sents the course of true love; and the cy- 
press tree, which is typical of the lovers’ 
death.—The Prinaess.

The bowl thus formed can then rest upon 
the piny, spiky leaves of a second pine, the 
contents of which havé also been used in 
the ice. After the ice is prepared ready to 
serve, pack it info this bowl and set in the 
freezer to keep cold until this course is 
reached.
